Addition municipal numbering information to street name 
signs at arterial intersections. 


Public Works, August 8, 1984. 


In response to the recommendation of the Public Works 
Committee meeting of August 8, 1984, the Engineering 
Department undertook a City-wide analysis of placing 
numerical signing at major arterial and collector 
intersections where deemed appropriate. Dundas Street was 
chosen as a possible location for a trial area to evaluate 
a municipal numbering advisory signing program. 


The number of intersections involved, number of signs and 
estimated costs for a City-wide program and for Dundas 
Street only is indicated in the following table. The 
Engineering Department also looked into the impact of a 
signing program in new residential neighbourhoods and has 
costed out such a program for Neighbourhood 501, 502 and 
503 in Erin Mills West which is also shown in the following 
table. The overall costs are based on an average combined 
labour and material unit cost per sign of $57.00. 


The proposal for the arterial and collector numerical 
signing includes intersectional signing and advanced 
signing. The residential subdivision signing involves 
intersectional numerical signing for inbound vehicular 
traffic only. Cul-de-sac roadways are not included.

The Engineering Department is presently upgrading arterial 
street name signing on major arterial roads to the current 
Standard. Funds have been allocated in the 1984 budget for 
this program which will continue into 1985. Funds are not 
available at present to enter into a numerical signing 
program in 1984. The possibility exists to adopt a reduced 
program on Dundas Street if a portion of the arterial 
Street name sign upgrading program were curtailed in 1984.

Any policy which is Geveloped should take into 
consideration cost implications. A City-wide numerical 
program on major arterial and collector roads at an 
estimated cost of $48,564. as outlined in the foregoing 
table should be phased over a 3-year period. A Dundas 
street program only could be accommodated if a portion of 
the upgrading arterial street name program were curtailed. 


With respect to a neighbourhood program, the costs, which 
are extensive, would have to be borne by the developer. In 
view of such cost and the questionable real need for such 
Siging on local roads in residential neighbourhoods, the 
Engineering Department does not recommend that the City 
enter into such a program. 


With respect to visibility during the hours of darkness, 
the City's current standard for street name signing 
requires that street name Signs be retro-reflective and 
therefore when illuminated by a vehicle's head lights, the 
Signs are visible. 
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Petition received from residentsof the Malton Community requesting 
twice weekly garbage collection dated July 19, 1984. 


Council meeting of August 15, 1984. : 


A petition dated July 19, 1984, on behalf of the residents of 

Custer Crescent in Malton was received by Council on August 15, 1984, 
and referred to Public Works Committee. In this connection we feel 
that it would be of benefit to very briefly review the level of 
service provided for garbage collection over the past few years. 


In 1976 the Garbage Collection Contract was called for a five-year 
period (1976 to 1981) and basically three options were requested 
to be priced in the Tender Documents. Option | was for once a 
week pickup throughout the entire City for all establishments, 
Option 2 was once a week pickup for single family dwellings and 
industrial establishments and twice a week pickup for multi-family 
dwellings, commercial and institutional establishments, and Option 3 
was twice a week pickup for all establishments. At that time we 

to Council that the level of service which should be 
selected was Option 2 for the following reasons: 


a) The difference between Option 2 and Option 3 was approximately 
Two Million Dollars over a five-year period having regard for 
the impact on the mill rate. 


b) Any additional expenditure for increase of level of service 
is not only subject to the normal inflation rate but is subject 
to an increase due to an expanding population in a Municipality 
such as ours. | 


c) We were of the opinion that the level of service recommended 
was adequate. 


In 1981 we called tenders again for another five-year period 
(1981 to 1986). In this tender call we requested tender prices 
for the level of service that had prevailed during the previous 
five years as well as prices for the additional cost for a second 
garbage collection for single family residents only during the 


months of June, July and August throughout the entire City. | 
We also requested prices for collection of brush and junk to be iH | 
performed in conjunction with routine weekly pickup as opposed to | 


the previous level of service which utilized City Forces to pick 
up on a once in five week basis.

As Committee is also aware, during this last five-year period we 4

We are of the 

opinion that the increased level of service provided to the residents 

for the pickup of brush and junk and the service provided by the 

Region of Peel at the landfill site which is operated on a seven-day 

week basis has worked extremely well and is very adequate. 


We also discussed this subject in detail at the Ratepayers' Meeting 
which was held on March 27, 1984. Mayor McCallion and Councillor 
Culham dealt with this subject in detail together with encouraging 
the residents’ participation in recycling and we were of the opinion 
that as a result of that meeting the level of service provided

ORIGIN: Engineering and Works Department 


COMMENTS : Committee will recall that back in January 1984 Council reviewed 

the 1983/1984 approved Sidewalk Ploughing Programme and the 
Councillors were requested to provide their individual recommendations 
as to what additional sidewalks should or should not be ploughed 
within the various wards. At that time these additions were referred 
to the Commissioner of Engineering and Works for a report back to 
Public Works Committee and these additional streets were to be 
addressed prior to the 1984/1985 winter season. 
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The additional sidewalks suggested by the Councillors (shown in 
green) were reviewed by staff as requested and were found to be 
reasonable. It was also decided at that time that this matter 
would be placed on an upcoming General Ratepayers’ Meeting which 
was to be held on March 27, 1984, in order that we could receive 
their input or comments. At that meeting Councillor Culham showed 
this map and explained the Sidewalk Ploughing Programme. The 
sidewalks shown in black were the ones ploughed prior to the 
1983/1984 winter season; the sidewalks shown in red were added and 
approved for ploughing in the 1983/1984 winter season; the sidewalks 
shown in green have been requested by the Councillors and, which 
we have previously stated, are reasonable additions; and the 
sidewalks shown in yellow are new sidewalks which have been, or 
will be, constructed as part of 1984 Capital Budget or part of 
Subdivision Agreements which we are recommending be added to the 
ploughing for the 1984/1985 winter season.

the Clerk's Department. 


opposed to any change. Our reasons are: 


1. Safety - visibility of children, who play on the street. (note: we do 
not heve children ourselves) 


2. Socurity - less likely to have strangers lurking, sizing up the 
area amd checking on our routines. 


3. Cost = I do not think it reasonable or considerate for individuals 
to effectively reduce the width of public roads by parking 
vehicles, espscially in cases where it appears to be seni- 
permanent storage space for infrequently used vehicles. 


4. Aesthetics and orderly appearance - permit parking could be the 
thin end of the wedge to return to uncontrolled parking and 
the previous problems such as we had with fishermen. 


Solution: Arrange with neighbours to "borrow" parking space on one 
anothers® driveways when needed. Most houses have double 
garages and room for four or more cars on driveways. Private 
households rarely need more parking than that.

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SUBJECT: Newspaper Recycling - Use of Grocery Stores as Newspaper Collection 
Locations. 


ORIGIN: Report Request No. 220-84 


COMMENTS: At the last meeting of the Public Works Committee we were requested 
to investigate and report on the feasibility of using grocery stores 
at various locations for collecting papers to be recycled. 


We have discussed this proposal with Angie Lee of Buscombe and Dodds 
as outlined in her letter dated July 31, 1984, to Councillor Culham 
and we do not see any difficulties with the proposal. We queried 
such things as blowing papers, litter, and safety, and she indicated 
that there were no problems. The papers are kept under control as 
far as blowing around is concerned and there is no money involved 

as they give out vouchers. | 
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As you are aware, there are many people in the paper recycling 
business such as our own Garbage Contractor who provides a door to 
door pickup, the Region of Peel, the Mississauga Clean City Campaign, 
and volunteer groups such as the Boy Scouts. We do not view this as 
a conflict as everything that is recycled necessitates that much less 
capacity for landfill and therefore we fully support the principles. 


Mrs. Lee did not know whether Dominion Stores would be interested or 
not, however, we feel that the matter would be worth pursuing. She 

is currently on vacation and will not be returning until September 17th, 
however, we feel that we should request Buscombe and Dodds to come 

up with one or two locations in Mississauga where this system, presently 
in operation at six locations in Metro, can be tried. 


RECOMMENDATION: That Buscombe and Dodds be requested to contact a grocery chain and 
obtain approval from the applicable Plaza Owner to arrange for one 
or two locations within the City of Mississauga to undertake a 
Newspaper Recycling Programme and that they be requested to provide 
details of the proposal at the October Public Works Committee meeting.

ORIGIN: Engineering and Works Department. | 
COMMENTS : Council will recall that back in May of 1984 Council authorized | 


the hiring of a Summer student to monitor the participation in 
newspaper recycling by the residents of the City. 
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As discussed at Public Works Committee, we agreed to monitor the 
‘ refuse vehicles entering the landfill site to determine how much 
paper is being brought in by each truck and also to patrol the 
: Streets in a given area on the regular garbage pickup day to 
a determine the degree of participation by the homeowners themselves 
is and also to determine if there was any great differentiation 
between participation in various locations in the City. Generally, 
the response by the Contractor was reasonably good and certainly 
by and large all of the trucks brought in some paper at all times 
to the landfill site. For those trucks which had a low volume of 
paper the Contractor was notified to investigate and instruct the 
driver accordingly. We would have to state, however, that we feel 
that in general the drivers were picking up the paper which was 
placed out separately for collection and this was due for two 
reasons -- 1) our constant monitoring of the situation, and 2) 
which is probably more significant, is that the driver was given 
a monetary incentive for all of the paper collected. This incentive 
is still in effect. 


We also took a detailed survey of each collection day area during 

June and July and the results are shown on the attached summary. 

As you can see the average participation in the paper recycling 

programme is approximately 11%. The homes polled are the number | 

of garbage collection points monitored from the time the student s 
arrived at the site until the time that she left and obviously 

excluded are areas where the garbage had been picked up before she 

got there.
